Arson is blamed in 
Tucson hotel fire 


TUCSON, Ariz. (AP) - A 
blaze which claimed 28 liv es at 
a fashionable downtown hotel 
Dec. 20 was the work of one or 
more arsonists, a sp ecial board 
of inq u iry has decided. 
The board, in a rep ort re­ 
leased Thu rsday nig ht, said the 
blaze beg an on the fou rth floor 
of the 12-story Pioneer Interna­ 
tional Hotel and two sep arate 
fires were tou ched off. 
“The thing that indicates ar­ 
son,” Fire Chief L. F. Peterson 
said following the rep ort’s re­ 
lease, “is the fact two fires 
started in the fou rth floor hall­ 
way abou t 60 feet ap art.” 
The board said its conclu sion 
was based on a p reliminary re­ 
p ort by Cy rillis W. Holmes, a 
California forestry arson inv es­ 
tig ator. 
The City Cou ncil selected 
three of its members to com­ 
p ose the board. The rep ort fol­ 
lowed more than two week s of 
secret hearing s. 
Firemen said shortly after the 
blaze many of the hotel’s 112 oc­ 
cu p ants awak ened in the u p p er 
p ortion of the bu ilding to find 
the hallway s aflame and no 
means of escap e ex cep t throu g h 
windows.

Unemployment 6% ; 
highest in nine year 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Un­ 
emp loy ment climbed to six p er 
cent in December, the hig hest 
rate in nine y ears, desp ite the 
retu rn to work of men disp laced 
by the General Motors strik e, 
the Labor Dep artment rep orted 
today . 
The dev elop ment contradicted 
the forecasts of administration 
officials who had contended that 
joblessness, which hit 5.8 p er 
cent of the labor force in No­ 
v ember, wou ld diminish when 
the au to strik ers retu rned to 
Lloyd 
posts 
bond 


their p lants. 
The rep ort showed there were 
4.6 million idle men and women 
in December. This was the 
same as in Nov ember, bu t the 
seasonal contraction of the la­ 
bor force cau sed the adju sted 
rate of joblessness to rise by 
abou t 120,000 p ersons in the sea­ 
sonally adju sted annu al rate. 
Av erag e week ly earning s of 
factory work ers increased by 
$1.03 in December as a resu lt of 
a slig ht increase in av erag e 
hou rly rates and a g ain of one- 
tenth of an hou r in the factory 
work week , to 39.7 hou rs. 


The u nemp loy ment rate for 
white work ers remained at 5.5 
p er cent in the month, bu t the 
rate for Neg roes, which de­ 
clined slig htly in Nov ember, re­ 
tu rned to its October lev el of 9.3 
p er cent. 
Long -term 
u nemp loy ment 
continu ed to climb. The nu mber 
of p ersons ou t of work for at 
least 15 week s p assed the one 
million mark , reaching the hig h­ 
est lev el since mid-19 64. 
This brou g ht the av erag e sp ell 
of u nemp loy ment to 9.8 week s, 
u p from 9.4 week s in Nov ember.

Abou t 30 minu tes after the 
bombing on a q u iet residential 
street sev eral block s from the 
main Sov iet Embassy , a y ou ng 
woman called the Washing ton 
bu reau of The Associated Press 
and said: 
“I’m g oing to rep eat this mes­ 
sag e once, so tak e it down. The 
Sov iet Cu ltu ral Bu ilding on 18th 
Street has been bombed. This is 
a samp le of thing s to come. Let 
ou r p eop le g o! Nev er ag ain! ” 
The p hrase “Nev er ag ain! ” is 
the motto of the militant Jewish 


Defense Leag u e, which has 
stag ed sev eral anti-Sov iet dem­ 
onstrations in this cou ntry du r­ 
ing the last y ear. 
Police said the bomb smashed 
a solid metal door leading to a 
cou rt y ard behind the Sov iet 
bu ilding , and shattered windows 
in bu ilding s on both sides of the 
alley . The blast was heard by 
residents sev eral block s away . 
An u ndetermined nu mber of 
p ersons reside in the fou r-story 
brick bu ilding bu t none was 
hu rt, althou g h the blast threw a 
small child ou t of bed, accord­ 
ing to Leonid V. Shcherv ak ov , 
dep u ty chief consu l of the em ­ 
bassy . He arriv ed at the scene 
after the ex p losion. 
The bu ilding also hou ses the

They were married in 
1941 and had fiv e children.

U.S. streng th in Vietnam last week was 
335,800 men, and President Nix on has ordered 
this redu ced to 284, (XX) by May 1. Informed 


sou rces said another cu tback is being p lanned 
to start immediately after that date to redu ce 
the American force to 250,(XX) men or less du r­ 
ing (he su mmer. 
Half the Marines still in Vietnam, the 
12,500 men of the 5th Reg iment and su p p ort 
u nits, are already listed for withdrawal by 
May 1. The sou rces said the other 12,500

“ I’m not look ing into it becau se he wrote the letter,” 
Hollis said 
“ Nobody has to ask me to condu ct a g rand ju ry ,” the 
state's attorney said. 
Hollis said he cou ld not call 23 members of the p u blic 
tog ether for the p anel at considerable p u blic ex j^ense “ to 
u se them for informational p u rp oses for the g eneral p u b­ 
lic.” 
He said he had the u nderstanding the Illinois attorney 
g eneral and the Illinois Bu reau of Inv estig ation “ are g o­

Cleaned out personal file: 
Powell aide admits he lied 
in announcement of death 


' SPRINGFIELD, III. (AP) 
A top assistant to the late Secre­ 
tary of State Pau l Powell has 
admitted that he and others re­ 
mov ed the contents of Powell’s 
p ersonal filing cabinet before his 
death was made p u blic. 
The aide, Nicholas I). Ciaccio, 
also disclosed Thu rsday that, 
contrary to what he had said 
earlier, he was in Sp ring field 
not Rochester, Minn 
when 
Powell died of a heart attack 
Oct. 10. Powell was an ou tp a 
tient at May o Clinic in Roches­ 
ter arid died in a hotel there 
Annou ncement of his death 
was withheld for almost one 
day . 
A state inv estig ation has been 
ordered into Powell’s estate fol­ 
lowing discov ery of an $800,000 
cash hoard in his Sp ring field ho­ 
tel su ite and State Cap itol office. 
The finding p u shed Powell’s es­ 
tate to more than $2.1 million. 
Ciaccio said that sev eral en­ 
v elop es containing “p ersonal ef­ 
fects” were remov ed from a 
lock ed filing cabinet before the 
p u blic learned of Powell’s death. 
“We wanted the contents to 


be tu rned ov er to his ex ecu tor 
intact,” he said. 
Ciaccio said that between 
12:30 and 1 a m on Oct. 11, he, 
his wife and three Powell aides 
went to Powell’s Sp ring field of­ 
fice toremov e members and p er­ 
sonal docu ments they did not be­ 
liev e shou ld be made p u blic. 
“To my p ersonal k nowledg e,”t 
there was no cash in the file 
cabinet, he told a news confer­ 
ence. 
Au thorities op ened the filing 
cabinet ag ain Thu rsday and 
fou nd $145/XX) in bonds receiv ed 
by the secretary of state’s office 
after Powell’s death Officials 
said the bonds, which were re­ 
ceiv ed long after Powell’s death 
and were not link ed to his for 
tu ne. 
No other v alu ables were fou nd 
in the cabin, officials said 
Ciaccio said the bonds were 
p laced in the cabinet for safe­ 
k eep ing u ntil they cou ld be 
tu rned ov er to the state treasu r­ 
er’s office for new reg istration. 
Ciaccio also said it was Pow­ 
ell’s secretary , Mrs. Marg aret 
Hensey , who notified doctors 


of Powell’s death. Ciaccio p re 
v iou sly told newsmen that he, 
his wife, his wife, his secretary 
and Mrs. Hensey “were u nable 
to rou se Powell.” 
Ciaccio said he deliberately 
misled newsmen to av oid the im 
p lication that Powell and Mrs. 
Hensey were stay ing tog ether in 
the hotel. He added that Mrs. 
Hensey contacted him in Sp ring 
field abou t Powell’s death. 
He said he then chartered a 
p lane and arriv ed in Rochester 
later that day . 
“ I did it as an act of k ind 
ness,” he said of his 
arlier 
statements to newsmen. “ If I’m 
g oing to be harp ooned for this, 
then

hav e

harp ooned,” 
“What I did for him when he 
died was the last thing in the 
world I cou ld hav e done,” he 
said.

Bu t the Chicago TRIBUNE 
co u ld n’t get it set fo r the fo l­ 
lo wing Su nd ay , so it bro ke the 
test d o wn into 6 -inch inserts 
Must know Judaism 
says expert

A Christian, in read ing the 
New Testam ent, will “no t kno w 
what is really go ing o n there” if 
he d o esn’t hav e a tho ro u gh 
kno wled ge o f Ju d aism o f that 
p erio d , say s a Jewish ex p ert o n 
bo th trad itio ns. 
“One can’t u nd erstand the 
Go sp el witho u t kno wing 
Ju ­ 
d aism ,” Rabbi Dr. Dav id Nei- 
m an ad d s. 
Dr. Nieman, o ne o f A m erica’s 
few Jewish sp ecialists o n Jesu s 
and the New Testam ent litera­ 
tu re abo u t him, this week head ­ 
ed to Ro me to teach fo r a 
sem ester at Ro man Catho li­ 
cism ’s Po ntifical Grego rian Uni­ 
v ersity . 
The first Jewish scho lar to be­ 
co me p art o f that institu tio n’s 
theo lo gical facu lty in its 419- 
y ear histo ry , he say s Christiani­ 
ty is 
’’beco ming m o re and 
m o re aw are o f its Jewish herit­ 
age.” 
Dr. Nieman, 49, who is taking 
leav e fro m his p o st at the Je ­ 
su its’ Bo sto n Co llege, is amo ng 
an increasing nu mber o f rabbis 
no w teaching at Christian sem i­ 
naries, bu t o nly a hand fu l are 
au tho rities o n Jesu s’ m inistry . 
“Jesu s was a great Jewish 
teacher,” he said in an inter­ 
v iew. 
Ho wev er, he ad d ed , it is im ­ 
p o ssible to grasp the fu ll m ean­ 
ing o f Jesu s’ say ings and ac­ 
tio ns witho u t kno wing Ju d aism 
o f tho se times, its tho u ght and 
co nd itio ns, since He and His d is­ 
cip les were Jew s in that Jewish 
setting. 
“He was right in the mid d le o f 
the intellectu al ferm ent o f His 
tim es,” Dr. Nieman said , p o int­ 
ing o u t that issu es raised by Je ­ 
su s also are agu ed in rabbini- 
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cal d iscu ssio ns o f that d ay , as 
reco rd ed in the Talmu d . 
Fo r instances, when Jesu s was 
criticized fo r p lu cking grain o n 
the Sabaath and co ntend ed that 
“the Sabbath was m ad e fo r 
man, no man fo r the Sabbath,” 
Dr. Nieman no tes that this 
sam e p o sitio n is argu ed in the 
Talmu d against an o p p o sing 
v iew. 
There are sim ilar p arallels o n 
o ther issu es, su ch as Jesu s’ 
stand against d iv o rce ex cep t fo r 
infid elity , a p o sitio n also being 
argu ed amo ng o ther rabbis o f 
the time. 
“ He liv ed in the wo rld , no t in 
a v acu u m, and He alway s to o k 
the attitu d e o f a d ed icated reli­ 
gio u s Jew in the real tensio ns o f 
the tim es,” Dr. Nieman said . 
‘ ‘So metimes he to o k a co nserv ­ 
ativ e p o sitio n and so metimes 
He was o n the liberal sid e, bu t 
He was alway s co nsistent. He 
alway s 
cho se the 
genu inely 
m o ral p o sitio n. He alway s stu ck 
to his id eal. He nev er co mp ro ­ 
m ised .”

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U.N. and Red China 
A n n u al Ch ecku p 


It is being said that this y ear will 
see the admissio n o f Red China to the 
United Natio ns. May be y es, o r may be 
no . The U.N. has g o tten to be such a 
mess that to ssing in a Co mmunist 
Chinese mo nkey wrench canno t make 
it any wo rse. It may , at that, demo n­ 
strate to the co untry and the wo rld just 
what has happened to what was de­ 
sig ned as a mag nificent peacekeeping 
machine. 
There has been war in the wo rld 
since the U.N. was set up at the San 
Francisco Co nference in 19 4 5. And its 
peacekeeping machinery has, mo re o f­ 
ten than no t, serv ed the ag g resso r 
rather than the v ictim. It sho uld be 
no ted, ho wev er, that with o ne o r two 
ex ceptio ns, the U.N. has nev er failed to 
be a so unding bo ard fo r the special 
pleading o f dubio usly mo tiv ated na­ 
tio ns. Which bring s to mind the U.N.’s 
ro le in the shabby effo rts o f the 
Guinean Republic’s Seko u To ure and 
his reg ime. 
On the 22nd o f No v ., 19 70 , M. To ure 
charg ed that fo rces fro m Fro tug uese 
Guinea had “ Inv aded” his co untry . 
The Co nakry g o v ernment called o n the 
United Natio ns to take steps ag ainst 
Po rtug al and to co me to the Republic 
o f Guinea’s rescue. M. To ure o ffered 
no substantiatio n 
o f 
his 
charg es, 
tho ug h the burden o f pro o f was defi­ 
nitely his. He has been, o v er the y ears, 
o ne o f Africa’s mo st chro nic criers o f 
“ wo lf.” 
The o nly ev idence came fro m a 
g ro up o f dissident Guineans, head­ 
quartered in Paris, who to o k blame o r 
credit—take y o ur pick—fo r hav ing 
attempted to launch a rev o lt ag ainst 
M. To ure fro m within the Republic. 
The dissidents, thro ug h a spo kesman, 
pro v ided precise and accurate info r­ 
matio n o n their activ ities in Guinea— 
info rmatio n which co uld o nly hav e 
co me fro m a g ro up such as theirs—to 
the rev iew, Jeune Afrique. To this were 
added the v ig o ro us denials o f the Pro - 
tug uese g o v ernment, buttressed by the 
fact that there was no lo g ical reaso n 
fo r it to inv o lv e itself in this kind o f ad­ 
v enture. 
Nev ertheless, three o f the fiv e 
members subsequently appo inted by 
the Security Co uncil to inv estig ate the 
Guinean alleg atio n demo nstrated their 


o bjectiv ity by immediately and ro und­ 
ly reno uncing Po rtug al fo r its “ ag g res­ 
sio n.” When the “ inv estig ato rs” g o t to 
wo rk, they refused to talk to the Paris 
dissidents. In Co nakry , they were co n­ 
tent with talking to M. To ure’s o ffi­ 
cials, and representativ es o f the Co m­ 
munist and Arab co untries, but were 
no t permitted to seek witnesses who 
co uld testify to the “ inv asio n” at first 
hand. On the basis o f a hurried v isit, 
the fiv e-man co mmissio n repo rted and 
the United Natio ns pro ceeded to co n­ 
demn Po rtug al, charg ing that she was 
a threat to wo rld peace. 
The lo g ic behind the anti-Po rtug al 
reso lutio n shared much with the Unit­ 
ed Natio ns justificatio n o f its attacks 
o n Rho desia. It will be recalled that the 
U.N. reaso ned at that time that Rho de­ 
sia was a menace to wo rld peace no t 
fo r any actio ns it had taken but be­ 
cause o f the attacks o n her by her Afri­ 
can neig hbo rs. In bo th cases, the 
U.N.’s so lutio n was “ o ff with their 
heads.” And if the Co mmunist, Afri­ 
can, and Arab natio ns hav e their way , 
“ o ff with their heads” it will be—as a 
demo nstratio n o f their peaceful pro ­ 
cliv ities. 
Under the circumstances, 
what 
mo re can Red China co ntribute to the 
decline and fall o f the United Natio ns 
and the v ulg arizatio n and destructio n 
o f its Charter. If admitted to the U.N., 
the Red Chinese—who hav e used war 
as an instrument o f natio nal po licy 
steadily since 19 4 9 — will charg e that 
the Chinese Republic o f Taiwan, which 
has been utterly pacific, is a threat to 
peace. And the Red Chinese will, by 
their o wn lig hts, be abso lutely truthful. 
Any co untry no t ready to lay do wn its 
arms, surrender, and co mmit natio nal 
suicide is, in their ey es, a threat to the 
peace and must be eliminated. 
These Orwellian actio ns and reac­ 
tio ns o f the United Natio ns majo rity 
will so meday delig ht students o f his­ 
to ry . But they are do ing no thing to g ain 
respect o r prestig e fo r the U.N. In fact, 
if a po ll were taken o f Americans to ­ 
day , it wo uld pro bably be disco v ered 
that few o f them think o f the United 
Natio ns as, at best, v ery much mo re 
than o rnamental—and, at wo rst, as an 
o bstacle to o rderly diplo matic dis­ 
co urse.

Archeo lo g ists hav e reco v ered eig ht- 
fo o t iv o ry jav elins fro m Sto ne Ag e

Fo r this 
reaso n, the weapo ns are o f as much in­ 
terest to dentists as to archeo lo g ists 
since iv o ry is basically the same dentin 
material that fo rms the co re o f human 
teeth. 


Ho w prehisto ric men did it is so me­ 
thing that co ntinues to elude mo dern 


science, no tes Dr. Reidar F. So g nnaes, 
pro fesso r o f o ral bio lo g y at the Scho o l 
o f Dentistry o f the Univ ersity o f Cali­ 
fo rnia in Lo s Ang eles. 
“ The ability to so ften the dense den­ 
tin o f iv o ry , to fashio n it, and then to 
harden it ag ain into a stro ng weapo n to 
pierce the mammo th’s hide has been 
lo st,” he laments. “ If we co uld recap­ 
ture this secret to day , it mig ht mean 
much to dentistry and bo ne repair.” 
In the meantime, we can at least 
chalk up o ne authentic first to the Rus­ 
sian— pro to -Russians, any way . 
Either that, o r there used to be a 
ty pe» o f mammo th with straig ht tusks. 
Honor vs honesty 


“ There will be mo re jo y in heav en 
o v er o ne sinner who repents than o v er 
9 9 rig hteo us perso ns who need no re­ 
pentance.” 
At West Po int, ho wev er, repentance 
is cause fo r dejectio n- and rejectio n— 
as ev idenced by the case o f o ne cadet, 
o r ex -cadet, William Puckett. 


Puckett, 18 , made his first mistake 
when he lied to an upperclassman that 
he had shined his sho es the nig ht befo re 
a parade. His seco nd mistake was 
when he later v o luntarily co nfessed 
that he had no t, in fact, shined his 
sho es at that time. 
It mig ht be tho ug ht that a y o ung 
man with a co nscience this activ e 
wo uld be co nsidered an asset to the 
co rps and subsequently to the Army 
and to the co untry , and that after un­ 
derg o ing punishment co mmensurate 
with his infractio n he be fo rg iv en and 
to ld to g o and sin no mo re. 
But, states the West Po int Ho no r 
Co de, “ a cadet do es no t lie, cheat o r 
steal.” Perio d. An ho no rs co mmittee 
requested Puckett to leav e, and Army 


Secretary Stanley Reso r declined, o n 
Puckett’s appeal, to o v errule the deci­ 
sio n. 
That sho uld be the end o f it. Unfo r­ 
tunately , this small episo de epito mizes 
o ne o f the cardinal sins o f the mili­ 
tary 
nay , no t just the military but the 
bureaucracy o f ev ery time and clime, 
fo r the bureaucratic co unterpart o f the 
military ho no r co de is that “ g o v ern­ 
ment do es no t make mistakes.” 
The result in bo th cases is no t so 
much that wro ng do ing is rewarded but 
that to o o ften v irtue is penalized. 
The result is that the man, in uni­ 
fo rm o r o ut, who admits to an erro r o f 
his o wn o r who calls attentio n to the 
misfeasance o r malfeasance o f a supe­ 
rio r o r who , fo r ex ample, ex po ses so me 
v ast wastag e o f the natio n’s reso urces, 
usually do es so at the risk o f his career. 
The result, when ho no r is punished 
the same as disho no r, is that the smart 
man, ho no rable o r no t, keeps his mo uth 
shut. 
In the matter o f William Puckett, 
the lo ss may no t hav e been his but West 
Po int’s.

DEAR PO LLY - I was g iv en 
an ov en-proof stoneware fondu e

They crack u nder in­ 
tense heat from hot oil. I am 
now wondering if stoneware is 
considered in the same class as 
ceramics.—MRS.

DEAR POLLY— Dodie can 
g et rid of the crease left when 
she lowers the hem of a skirt by 
thorou g hly wetting strips of 
brown paper cu t from a g rocery 
bag , lay ing them ov er the 
crease and pressing u ntil the 
paper is perfectly dry . I find 
this a tried-and-tru e method.—

DEAR G IR L S- Dodie asked 
specifically abou t the crease 
left in a poly ester dress. Mrs. K. 
R. writes that she satisfactorily 
remov ed su ch a crease in a 
poly ester dou ble knit by u sing a 
spray produ ct made for remov ­ 
ing “permanent press” creases 
bu t that in u sing it directions on 
the can mu st be followed spe­ 
cifically . 
Fabrics being made of many 
thing s and combinations 
of 
thing s cau se the problem of 
hav ing one thing work on one 
su ch fabric and then not work­ 
ing on another. A dry cleaner 
say s su ch creases in poly ester 
cannot be remov ed effectiv ely 
at home as rather a hig h tem­ 
peratu re is requ ired. Then there 
is the dang er of hav ing a sy n­ 
thetic fabric melt. Profession­ 
als u se a special solu tion plu s 
heat and still do not insu re per­ 
fect resu lts. Sometimes the 
crease itself comes ou t bu t a 
wear mark is left along the 
crease line. In spite of all this, 
the wet brown paper method did 
completely remov e the deep 
crease in the dou ble knit fabric I 
u sed 
POLLY 
DEAR PO LLY- Before u sing 
that roaster for baking a tu rkey , 
take a piece of paper towel or 
wax ed paper and lig htly g rease 
all ov er the lid and the bottom of 
the roaster with a g ood v eg eta­ 
ble solid or oil shortening . The 
roaster can then be cleaned in 
half the time. Only a few min­ 
u tes soaking is requ ired rather 
than all nig ht.— A. L. M.

Postcards to Viet 
Red chief included 
with phone bills 


Central Telephone Company 
of Illinois district manager, J. 
K. Hyatt, announced that post­ 
cards addressed to the Presi­ 
dent of North Vietnam are being 
provided with January billings 
to customers. 


The cards appeal for more 
humane treatment for the more 
than 450 Americans being held 
today by Communist forces in 
Southeast Asia without proper 
food, medical care, or regard 
for established conventions for 
war prisoners. 


Hyatt said that the telephone 
company is participating in this 
program along with other divi­ 
sions of its parent company, 
Central Telephone and Utilities 
Corporation, Lincoln, Neb., 
which has utility operations in 
13 states. Nearly 750,000 post­ 
cards will be provided by CTU 
to its telephone, natural gas, 
and electric customers. 


In addition to the request for 
more humane treatment, the 
cards ask for an official list of 
all prisoners, names of those 
known to be seriously ill and 
wounded, and those dead. The 
cards ask for the release of 
those who are ill and that the 
free flow of mail be allowed. 
Customers sending cards 
simply sign their names and 
provide the 15 cents postage. 
The postcards are sent to Hong 
Kong; and from there, to Hanoi. 
Cards are being sent to CTU 
customers in Colorado, Florida, 
Illinois, Iowa, Kansas, Minne­ 
sota, Missouri, Nebraska, North 
Carolina, South Dakota, Virgi­ 
nia, and Wisconsin. 
Hyatt further stated that the 
phone company was providing 
the special cards as a public 
service to its customers. Addi­ 
tional cards are available at 
any of the company’s business 
offices.

Don ’t get the impression this 
has m ean in g on ly for the 
profession al tra d e rs or the 
stock m ark et plun gers. It has 
real meain in g for an y on e of the 
30 million Am erican s who are 
stock holders today . 
There is on e k ey thin g to 
rem em ber in the n ew rules. 
W herever possible, try to avoid 
win din g up with a n et lon g-term 
loss. It will be worth on ly half of 
what it used to be. 
As in form er y ears gain s an d 
losses are offset on e again st the 
other. It m ak es n o differen ce 
for offsettin g purposes if y ou 
are matchin g a short-term gain 
again st a lon g-term loss, or vice 
versa. Each is equally effective. 
It’s just the n ex t result, the so- 
called “last lin e en try ” that 
m atters. 
If it is a n et short-term gain it 
is fully tax able. 
If it is a n et short-term loss it 
is fully d ed uctable a g a in st 
ord in ary in com e 
(up to a 
max im um of $1,000). 
If it is a n et lon g-term gain 


on ly on e-half of it is tax able. 
But this y ear if ti is a n et lon g­ 
term loss, on ly 50 per cen t of it 
can be charged off again st 
ord in ary in com e 
(up to a 
max imum deduction of $1,000). 
This m ean s that a $2,000 n et 
lon g-term loss will can cel out 
on ly $1,000 in other in come. A 
y ear ago if y ou had a n et lon g­ 
term loss of $2,000 y ou could 
apply $1,000 of it again st other 
in come an d carry forward the 
rem ain in g $1,000 in losses to the 
n ex t y ear. This y ear there will 
be n o carry forward if there was 
on ly a $2,000 loss. It was all used 
up. 
Where there is a carry for­ 
w ard, the loss re ta in s its 
origin al character. If carry in g 
forward a short-term loss it is 
treated as a short-term loss the 
followin g y ear. 
A 
lon g-term 
loss is sim ilarly a lon g-term loss 
again n ex t y ear where it again 
may on ly be worth 50 cen ts on 
the dollar. 
More than ever before, this 
y ear strive to m ak e y our gain s 
lon g-term so that on ly 50 per 
cen t is tax able an d y our losses 
short-term so that 100 per cen t 
will be deductible.

Dear Dr. Lamb—I would lik e 
to k n ow somethin g about men o­ 
pause. Do men have men opause 
y ears the sam e as women ? 
Would they have sy m ptoms to 
wan t to cry an d get depressed? 
Dear R eader—There are dif­ 
feren t opin ion s about this. The 
middle-age y ears are som e­ 
times very difficult for men as 
well as women . It is a tim e in 
life when a man may feel his re­ 
spon sibilities are closin g in on 
him with in creasin g dem an ds 
from the family for fin an cial 
support an d most of all the real­ 
ization that man y goals of e a r­ 
lier y ears are n ever goin g to be 
achieved. It is a tim e when men 
realize that they are movin g in ­ 
to the latter half of their lives 
an d will be look in g back at more 
than they have to look forward 
to. 
They begin to feel trapped— 
an d often they are. Their man ly 
powers begin to desert them. 
Sex ual capacity often declin es. 
Con trary to popular opin ion , 
men do cry . The idea that men 
should n ot cry is cultural, n ot 
phy siological. In periods of de­ 
spair an d an guish, particularly 
if a m an ’s defen ses are begin ­ 
n in g to crum ble, he may fin d re­ 
lease in cry in g.

While a woman defi­ 
n itely has a decrease in hor­ 
m on es associated with her 
chan ge in life, there is n o m eas­ 
urable sim ilar chan ge in a man . 
Now y ou may call this phase a 
male men opause or a “situa­ 
tion al m aladjustm en t.” 
I prefer to use the term men o­ 
pause for chan ges in glan d 
fun ction . In either case, w hat­ 
ever y ou call it, it is real an d it 
calls for un derstan din g an d re­ 
assuran ce.

Battle of car 
showrooms looms

NEW YORK (AP) - Ordi­ 
n ary American s may fin d the 
comin g battle in the automobile 
showrooms to be on e of the 
m ore in terestin g busin ess sto­ 
ries of 19 71 for two reason s, on e 
of which directly con cern s their 
pock etbook s. 


The in creasin g competition 
from foreign cars, while it has 
failed to k eep down the tick et 
prices 
on 
domestic 
models, 
should help shoppers to force 
better deals for themselves. 
That seems assured. 


But aside from person al con ­ 
sideration s, the developin g m er­ 
chan disin g battle should tell 
American s whether their coun ­ 
try has lost some of its com peti­ 
tive edge in the m ark etplace to 
a host of foreign in vaders. 
Detroit is ban k in g on a big 
y ear for several reason s, two of 
which are : Con sumers have the 
mon ey to buy cars after havin g 
saved at a very heavy rate for 
more than a y ear; its n ew sm all 
cars are design ed to compete 
headon with the imports. 
Some critics feel that Detroit 
waited too lon g before tack lin g 
the im port problem an d that it 
n ow has perm itted foreign cars 
to develop stron g distribution

sy stem s, stron g images an d 
dedicated followin gs. 
Sales of imports surged in De­ 
cem ber to 109 ,500, brin gin g the 
19 70 total to 1.25 million , or 
about 15 per cen t of the Am eri­ 
can m ark et. Cars such as the 
Ford Pin to an d Maverick , an d 
the Gen eral Motors Vega are 
aim ed directly at that segm en t 
of the m ark et where the im ports 
are so successful. 
The battle should be join ed 
gradually over the n ex t few 
mon ths, when dealers are ex ­ 
pected to have on han d full sup­ 
plies of the n ew domestic cars. 
The domestic compan ies fore­ 
cast a big y ear. But so do the 
im porters. 


The automotive in dustry is 
n ot the on ly on e with its sights 
set high. Man y compan ies con ­ 
n ected with the housin g m ark et 
also are plan n in g for more busi­ 
n ess, based on ex pectation s of 
risin g con sumer buy in g power 
an d an un ceasin g n eed. 
Some 
in dustry 
econ omists 
foresee an an n ual rate of 2 m il­ 
lion housin g starts by the en d of 
the y ear, a record pace that 
they believe will brin g about a 
big dem an d for furn iture an d 
applian ces. 
However, although housin g 
starts are about 50 per cen t 
higher than what they were a 
y ear ago, when the an n ual rate 
dropped to a little over on e mil­ 
lion , there is an equally large 
in crease still ahead if the 2 m il­ 
lion goal is to be reached.
